edges of the field. The reason 
for this is tha t the moths appear 
in the fall of the year, and lay 
eggs in grassy and weedy areas 
which are usually the field bor­ 
der. 
Upon ha tching 
in the 
spring, the young 
borers first 
feed in the thin stemmed grass­ 
es. As they become too large for 
the thin stemmed grasses they 
migrate to weeds or to any thick 
stemmed plants growing nearby. 
Upon completing their destruc­ 
tive work in one pla nt they often 
migrate to another so tha t one 
borer may destroy many differ­ 
ent plants. 
Good farm practices such as 
cleaning up all weeds and grass­ 
es around the fields are the most 
effective control. For flower and 
vegetable garden 
plants, one 
may 
destroy the 
worms by 
pinching the stalk where the ex­ 
crement is issuing and continu­ 
ing the pinching process to the 
point where the larva is feeding 
or one can use a long wire to 
thrust into the burrow 
to kill 
the worm. It is desirable in some 
cases where corn is infested to 
pull up or cut off the 
infested 
plants at the ground and these 
should be promptly burned or 
else carried to the barnlot and 
fed to cattle or chickens. Infest­ 
ed corn plants are usually of no 
further value and their destruc­ 
tion will eliminate the chances 
of these borers destroying ether 
plants.

WATCH FOR STALK BORER 
Every year the common, .static 


borer which burrows in'the 
stems of plants is more or 
troublesome and destructive dur- 
ing June and early July .It is, a 
slender blackish 
or brownish 


caterpillar with narrow white 
stripes and Is especially des- 
tructive to corn, tomatoes, thick 
stemmed vegetables and flower 
garden plants of all kinds. 


Growers are urged to be on 


the Wok-out lor this insect and 
take steps to check its destruc- 
tiveness when first found, ac- 
cording to a statement recently 
issued by J. J. Davis, head t>f the 
department of entomology of 
the Purdue University Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. 


This stalk borer which has 


been confused with the Euro- 
pean corn borer is to be found 
especially common along the 
edges of the field. The reason 
for this is that the moths appear 
in .the fall of the year, and lay 
eggs in grassy and weedy areas 
which -are usually the field bor- 
der. 
Upon hatching 
in the 


spring, the young borers first 
feed in the thin stemmed grass- 
es. As they become too large for. 
the thin stemmed grasses they 
migrate to weeds or to any" thick 
stemmed plants growing nearby. 
Upon completing their destruc- 
tive work in one plant they often 
migrate to another so that one 
borer may destroy many differ- 
ent plants. 


Good farm practices such as 


cleaning up all weeds and grass- 
es around the fields are the most 
effective control. For flower and 
vegetable garden 
plants, one 


may 
destroy the 
worms by 


pinching the stalk where the ex- 
crement is issuing and continu- 
ing the pinching process to the 
point where the larva is feeding 
or one can use n long wire to 
thrust into the burrow to kill 
the worm. It is desirable in some 
cases where corn is infested to 
pull up or cut off the infested 
plants at the ground and these 
should be promptly burned or 
else carried to the barnlot and 
fed to cattle or chickens. Infest- 
ed corn plants are usually of no 
further value and their destruc- 
tion will eliminate the chances 
of these borers destroying other 
plants.
